To THE Citizens or Ryr: 


The Board of Education, in summing up the results of the 
past School year, are of the opinion that a fair degree of progress 
has been made. The teachers have labored faithfully and dil- 
igently, and deserve only words of commendation. Their task is 
not an easy one. To mold the character, direct the thoughts, 
arouse the latent energies and excite the ambition of a score or 
two of voung children— no two.of whom are alike in disposition, 
perception, or mental capacity— requires rare patience, persever- 
ance, and tact. As a whole, parents fail to appreciate the dif- 
ficulty that- even under the most favorable circumstances— sur- 
round teachers; and they, often times, add unnecessary burdens 
by ill-timed, thoughtless, or malicious criticism. No teacher should 
be subject to unfavorable comments or ridicule in the presence 
of her pupils: still less ought she to be made the target for idle 
gossip or unfounded rumor. On the contrary, every teacher who 
is worthy of the name, ought to receive every possible encourage- 
ment from the home circle of those placed under her care. As 
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well might one attempt to propel a frail skiff against wind and 
tide, as to expect a teacher to meet witb full success under such 
adverse influences. 

During the past year we have purchased for the use of the 
Schools, White’s Physiological Manikin, an ingenious device 
for illustrating, practically, the wonders and mechanism of the 
human body, and showing, also, by finely colored plates, the 
baneful influence of stimulents and narcotics. 

We recommend that more attention be given to Drawing- 
not as an ornamental branch mearly for show, but rather as a 
practical means of training the hand and the eye. The advantages 
gained in youth are retained in maturer years— and every me- 
chanic¢ increases his chances of employment and is a better work- 
man if he knows how to handle a pencil. The text-books recently 
published in the line of Industrial Drawing would, in our opin- 
ion, be of great advantage. especially to boys. 

More attention should be given to Arithmetic— and we 
recommend the old standard ‘‘Colburn’s” as superior to any 
other book of its kind. 

No changes have been made in text-books during the year, 
but the admission of new states in our own nation, and the 
rapid growth of the country will soon make it necessary to 
change our Geographies, or procure later editions of the same 
books. 

The High School and the South School were cut short dur- 
ing the Winter term by being prematurely closed as a precaution 
against the spread of the scarlet fever. While this fact is to be 
much regretted, no one is to blame for it, and we thought best- 
after consulting those most interested— to close the schools men- 
tioned, in order to be upon the safe side. The State Board of 
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Health consider scarlet fever to be one of the worst and most 
dangerous diseases with which medical science has to deal. None 
of the few cases reported proved to be dangerous, but what 
‘‘might have been” had the extraordinary precaution been ne- 
glected; is left for all to conjecture. The arresting of this much 
dreaded malady, and its confinement to a limited area is the 
best justification we have for our course in the matter. 

The High School has been a success in discipline, instruction, 
and progress, but not in attendance. A much larger number of 
our young people ought to avail themselves of the advantages 
offered. The town has provided with commendable liberality for 
its support, and it should be continued— but it will not be con- 
tinued many years, unless a better showing is made in the way 
of attendance. It is to be hoped that the coming year will wit- 
ness 4 decided change in this respect. Not to acquire the best 
possible education in this age of the world is to enter the battle 
of life but half equipped. Science, in a single generation, has 
completely revolutionized everything around us, and made it 
imperative that our children’s education should be adapted to 
meet the changed conditions. ‘‘The world moves” and unless we 
move with it we shall be left behind.
